Contract for a new Menlo Park 
branch of the county library has 
been signed and construction of the 
building on Menlo avenue opposite 
Doyle has begun, City Attorney O’- 
Keefe told the city council at its 
regular meeting Tuesday night.

Compliance with the newly-post- | 
ed 25-mile-an-hour speed limit on | 
El Camino Real in Menlo Park is | 
regarded as satisfactory, Police | 
Chief George Potter said after five | 
Gays of enforcement effort. | 

The signs, putting into effect the | 


lowered speed limit announced last 
month by Gov. Earl Warren as the 
culmination of a year-long cam- 
paign by Menlo Park to reduce the 
35-mile limit, were placed last Fri- 
day by crews of the state department 
of public works. 

Between Friday and Tuesday 
night, Menlo Park police issued 31 
citations for violating the 25-mile- 
an-hour limit. 

Potter said that in view of the 
heavy traffic, the relatively low 
number of arrest tickets indicates 
that compliance is good. 

Because of the divided highway 
on El Camino Real, the 25-mile-an- 
hour area varies for north and south 
traffic. For northbound cars, the 
25-mile limit begins in the 1000 
block opposite the fire station and 
continues to the north city limits. 

For southbound traffic, it is in 
force from north to south city lim- 
its. 

Reason for the difference, offic- 
ials explained, is that the east side 
of El Camino south of the 1000 block 
is not built up in business or resi- 
dential structures. 

Potter said his officers are un- 
der special orders to enforce the new 
limit.

THE SCHOOL ELECTION 


Voters of the Sequoia Union High School district have 
mandated their trustees to proceed without delay in the con- 
struction of a new south county high school at Menlo Park 
and to set up additional operating funds for the benefit 
of the entire district. 

Last Friday’s school election approved the $1,250,000 
bond issue by a majority of more than five to one and a per- 
missive tax increase of 25 cents by about the same margin. 
Elected as trustees were Mayor Charles P. Burgess of Menlo 
Park and Merritt R. Hosmer of San Carlos, incumbent. 


The election outcome was a vindication of the south county | 


area’s stand on the issue of a new high school. Unlike the ill- 
fated bond election of two years ago, this one was held with 


the entire membership of the present board on record in favor | 


of a new high school here. All three candidates definitely 
were pledged to expedite construction either at the Donohoe 
site or on Dibble Hospital property. : 

Donald R. Lilly of San Carlos, the third candidate for 
trustee on the ballot, failed of election but made a strong race. 
In this area, Lilly led Hosmer by nearly two to one, but lost 
out in the northern precincts. 

The RECORDER supported Mayor Burgess and Mr. Lilly, 
feeling they would make a good team. While one of our can- 
didates didn’t make the grade, the RECORDER feels that the 
cause of the new high school has not suffered. Mr. Hosmer 
definitely is on record for speeding the project. He may be 
sure that the RECORDER will support him 100 per cent in his 
new term as trustee on the basis of his pre-election state- 
ments. c 
Most salutary thing about the election was the casting 
of a record vote—some 6500 ballots, 1000 more than those of 
two years ago. School elections usually arouse only a mild 
interest; only a small percentage of registered electors turn 
out. Such wasn’t the case last Friday. The issues were too 


vital.

| made a guess that we might acquire 
jiand and construct a city hall and 
| police station for $75,000, but others 
tell me that this figure is too low. 
(A good six room house now costs 
$20,060 or more to build.) Then we 
must have quarters to house the 
street and park department’s equip- 
ment, which has been built up dur- 
ing the last two years. (We have 
been using the Dibble quarters for 
this purpose.) A suitable corpora- 
tion yard and building would cost at 
least $25,000. So now we have a 
necessary expenditure totaling $100,- 
000 for city facilities if we don’t 
acquire Dibble. But on the Dibble 
property are buildings suitable for 
housing the city government in ad- 
dition to all the recreation facili- 
ties. Thus, we certainly won’t save 
any money by not making the pur- 
chase.

Driver Liability 
Is Explained 


Chances of collecting full damages | 
for an automobile accident in which 
you were the victim will increase tc 
four to one in your favor after July 
1, according to A. H. Henderson, Di- 
rector of Motor Vehicles. 

After that date, he explained, the 
new Motor Vehicle Financial Re- 
sponsibility Law becomes operative. 


He emphasized that the new law 


ers, unless they are driving at the 
time of an accident, are not con- 
cerned. 

“On and after July 1, if you are 
the driver of a motor vehicle that is 
involved in an accident resulting in 
death or personal injury, or prop- 
\erty damage in excess of $100, you | 
‘must furnish the Department of | 
| Motor Vehicles with proof that you 
are financially responsible for dam- | 
age you have caused, or forfeit your} 
driving privilege until some special 
conditions have been satisfied,” 
Henderson said. 

The driver of every car in such 
an accident must file with the De- 
partment in 10 days a written re- 
port on a special form or suffer sus- 
pension of his driver’s license. The 
forms can be obtained from offices 
of the Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles, California Highway Patrol, 
Police Departments, insurance ag- 
ents or brokers.

The same demand will be made of 
the drivers of any other car or cars 
that were involved. 

“If you fail to deposit such se- 
curity with the Department of Mot- 
or Vehicles within 60 days from 
your accident report,’ Henderson 
warned, “your driving privilege will 
be suspended and it cannot be re-

There is an old saying that “All’s 
fair in Love and War.” To some ex- 
tent history has proved its truth and 
England has done much to establish 
it as a successful policy, so far as 
wars are concerned, even to the 
length of creating them for special 
needs. In China its rulers started a 
war which fastened the opium habit 
on millions of Chinese but brought 
great profits to London. It seems 
almost undeniable that, without the 


benefit in a section which now 
threatens to engulf the world in an- 
cther disastrous international strug- 
gle. 

The English are a great and won- 
derful people. I am calling them 
English advisedly, because I do not 
believe they represent, morally nor 
‘in many other ways, the colonies 
which have broken away from “the 
‘old country”. They are, to my mind, 
{almost comprehensible because they 
are, as individuals and, to some de- 
gree as masses, among the most en- 
lightened, progressive and fair- 
' minded people alive. George Bern- 
ard Shaw, in his “Man of Destiny”, 
has Napoleon declare that an Eng- 
\lishman is dangerous because, no 
|matter what villainy he contem- 
)plates, he first convinces himself 
jthat he is right and then goes 
‘blithely ahead with a clear con- 
science. 

If this be true, we may assume 
that England reasons: “We need 
|! Arabian oil desperately and, to get 
it, we must keep the Arab rulers 
;happy. If it interferes with plans 
and dreams of Jewry—well, that is 
most uufortunate—for the Jews.” 

It is, you might say, “an old Span- 
ish custom.” England didn’t invent 
it; nor is any nation, perhaps, com- 
pletely innocent of similar venali- 
ties. It depends on whether you 
have the crowd with you and, in this 
case England certainly has not. It 
stands, I think, to lose more through 
international disfavor than it is 
likely to gain by the dubious pro- 
tection of a needed import.
